Historical  Sketch 


JT[HE  history  of  this  school,  like  that  of  every  other  great  enter- 
-*-  prise,  presents  a  variety  of  features. 

Originating  in  the  enterprise,  clear  vision,  and  strong  faith  of  a 
number  of  our  prominent  citizens,  that  which  was  at  first  but  an 
ideal,  gradually  took  form,  and  as  a  result  of  a  liberality  worthy  of 
so  noble  a  cause,  a  site  was  purchased  and  work  commenced. 

Brick  and  mortar  rapidly  took  form,  and  soon  a  stately  structure 
just  in  the  outskirts  of  the  town  of  Indiana  looked  down  upon  a 
beautiful  grove,  and  eastward  upon  the  hills  and  valleys  of  one  of 
Pennsylvania's  most  lovely  landscapes. 

On  May  17th,  1S75,  the  building  was  formally  opened  to  the 
public  as  a  State  Normal  School. 

For  several  years  the  institution  was  compelled  to  struggle  against 
adverse  circumstances.  It  was  no  small  undertaking.  The  ideal  of 
its  originators  was  high,  the  building  was  unusually  large,  its  fur- 
nishings costly,  and  the  current  expenses  would  have  staggered  the 
faith  of  less  determined  men.  But  those  men  who  had  placed  their 
shoulders  to  the  wheel  knew  no  such  word  as  fail ;  they  believed  in 
human  progress,  and  in  the  ultimate  triumph  of  the  right.  They 
6aw  a  light  ahead  and  pushed  nobly  onward  until  the  darkness 
gave  way,  and  they  emerged  from  the  gloom  into  the  brightness  of 
that  morrow  which  they  were  so  sure  would  come. 

This  school  is  now  upon  a  solid  and  substantial  financial  basis, 
and  the  record  of  its  work  is  one  of  which  any  school  might  well  be 
proud  We  believe  it  to  be  second  to  none  in  the  State,  and  the 
large  and  constantly  increasing  attendance  plainly  indicates  the 
public  appreciation  of  the  efforts  which  are  here  made  to  furnish  a 
genuine  professional  training  school  for  teachers. 
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The  building-,  which  at  first,  by  very  many,  was  deemed  far  larger 
than  was  needed,  is  already  too  small  to  accommodate  the  increas- 
ing patronage. 

The  graduates  of  Indiana  are,  many  of  them,  occupying  promi- 
nent positions  in  the  schools  of  Western  Pennsylvania ;  a  number 
have  entered  the  legal  profession  ;  several  are  practicing  physicians. 
Among  those  who  are  still  in  the  common  school  work,  and  this 
includes  most  of  our  graduates,  are  to  be  found  principals  of  some 
of  our  largest  city  schools  and  a  number  of  superintendents. 

Our  alumni  association  now  numbers  several  hundred,  an  enthusw 
astic  band  of  progressive  workers,  devoted  to  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation, and  laboring  nobly  for  its  advancement. 


Lioeation. 


The  character  and  location  of  Indiana  are  such  as  to  render  it 
especially  desirable  as  a  site  for  a  Normal  School. 

Near  the  mountains,  it  is  entirely  removed  from  all  malaria,  and 
has  an  atmosphere  of  great  purity  and  healthfulness.  The  health 
record  of  the  school,  as  a  consequence,  has  always  been  remarkably 
good. 

The  moral  and  intellectual  character  of  the  citizens,  an  item  of  no 
small  importance  to  those  away  from  home  and  among  strangers,  is 
of  a  high  order,  as  has  been  shown  in  an  unmistakable  manner  by 
the  creation  and  liberal  support  of  a  State  Normal  School. 

Being  on  a  branch  line  of  railroad  and  at  its  terminus,  Indiana  is 
almost  entirely  free  from  tramps  and  other  rough  characters  so 
abundant  in  railroad  towns. 

Another  fact  of  no  small  importance  is  the  entire  absence  of 
saloons.  There  is  no  place  within  the  county  where  liquor  can  be 
sold  by  the  drink  legally. 

But  Indiana,  with  its  high  moral  tone,  its  sobriety,  its  beautiful 
scenery,  and  its  salubrious  climate,  is  far  from  being  isolated  or 
inconvenient  of  access.  Being  on  a  branch  of  the  Pennsylvania 
R.  R  ,  it  is  easily  reached  from  any  part  of  the  country. 

To  the  parent  whose  son  or  daughter  is  away  at  school,  it  is  a 
matter  of  no  small  importance  that,  after  the  business  hours  of  the 
day  are  over,  he  can  take  a  seat  in  the  express,  and  while  he  cons 
the  evening  paper  find  himself  at  his  journey's  end,  where,  atter 
warm  congratulations  and  a  pleasant  visit,  he  can  take  the  morning 
train  and  be   home  in  time  for  the  morrow's  business.     This  is  pos- 
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sible  to  the  dweller  in  almost  any   town  or  city  within  a  hundred 
miles  of  Indiana. 

Taken  all  in  all,  it  would  be  hard  to  find  a  town  safer  or  more 
convenient  for  the  citizens  of  Western  Pennsylvania. 


Building. 


Favorable  surroundings  and  comfortable  apartments  are  very  im- 
portant factors  in  successful  student  life.  "  Our  environment "  is 
a  powerful  educator,  and,  other  things  being  equal,  he  can  succeed 
best  whose  workshop  and  tools  are  most  nearly  what  they  ought  to 
be.  The  building  occupied  by  the  Indiana  State  Normal  School  is, 
without  doubt,  one  of  the  best  arranged  buildings  for  school  pur- 
poses in  this  or  any  other  state 

Situated  on  a  gentle  eminence  with  a  lovely  outlook  and  in  the 
midst  of  delightful  grounds,  it  includes  a  liberal  share  of  those  ar- 
rangements which  go  to  render  student  life  pleasant  and  attractive, 
The  entire  building  is  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  by  gas. 

Students  that  have  been  compelled  to  carry  coal  up  two  or  three 
flights  of  stairs,  kindle  their  own  fires,  and  carry  their  ashes  to  the 
back  yard,  or  who  have  been  annoyed  with  the  dirt  and  incon- 
venience which  must  result  from  the  use  of  coal  and  oil,  will  surely 
appreciate  these  conveniences.  Every  floor  is  supplied  with  an 
abundance  of  hot  and  cold  water,  bath  rooms,  lavatories  and  water 
closets  of  the  most  approved  patterns. 

Danger  in  case  of  fire  is  reduced  to  a  minimum  by  our  method  of 
heating  and  lighting  as  well  as  by  the  ample  arrangements  for  ex- 
tinguishing a  fire  should  one  occur,  also  by  fire  escapes  abundantly 
provided  for  each  floor. 

In  brief,  this  immense  building  is  planned  and  furnished  through- 
out for  the  convenience,  safety  and  success  of  its  inmates. 


Heereation  and  Amusement. 

While  the  grand  purpose  ot  this  Institution  is  work  and  solid  at- 
tainment, still  the  necessity  of  healthful  amusement  has  by  no  means 
been  ignored. 

Ample  arrangements  for  recreation  have  been  provided  by  way  of 
lawn  tennis,  croquet  and  base  ball,  while  indoors  a  gymnasium  has 
been  fitted  up  with  the  best  of  modern  appliances. 
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Improvements. 

Within  the  year  valuable  improvements  were  made,  adding  ma- 
terially to  the  advantages  enjoyed  by  our  patrons. 

The  entire  interior  of  the  building  was  brightened  with  fresco, 
paint  and  varnish. 

The  entire  fourth  floor  was  refurnished  with  excellent  hardwood 
furniture,  such,  indeed,  as  scarcely  ever  finds  its  way  into  a  boarding 
school. 

Connection  was  made  with  the  town  water  pipes,  so  that  we  now 
have  an  abundance  of  water  for  all  emergencies. 


CUotfk   Shops  foi*  "jVtanual  Training." 

In  addition  to  the  improvements  already  named,  two  work  shops 
were  fitted  up  in  the  basement,  and  furnished  with  tools,  and  all  needed 
facilities  for  wood-work,  industrial  drawing,  modelling,  &c,  &c. 

Manual  Training  in  its  various  phases,  together  with  the  con- 
struction of  simple  apparatus  now  constitutes  a  prominent  feature  in 
our  work.

Courses   of   Study. 

The  law  of  Pennsylvania  in  reference  to  our  Normal  Schools  pro- 
vides for  two  courses  of  study  ;  an  Elementary  and  a  Scientific. 

Each  of  these  courses  of  study  has  been  prescribed  and  provisions 
made  for  examination  by  State  Committee,  as  well  as  for  the  award- 
ing of  a  diploma  upon  the  completion  of  either  course. 


The  Elementary  Course. 

This  course  is  intended  for  the  preparation  of  teachers  for  our 
common  schools,  and  embraces  the  branches  usually  taught  therein, 
together  with  other  branches  so  directly  bearing  upon  them  as  to  be 
of  great  value. 

It  also  embraces  a  liberal  amount  of  professional  study,  and 
among  the  essentials  for  graduation  in  this  course  is  the  practical 
work  in  the  Training  Department. 

The  minimum  of  work  of  this  kind  required  of  each  candidate 
for  graduation,  is  one  period  of  forty-five  minutes,  each  school  day, 
during  twenty-one  weeks. 

The  course  of  study  is  divided  into  two  parts :  the  Junior  Course 
and  the  Senior  Course. 


*Plan  for  Junior  Examination. 

i.  Admission  to  the  Senior  class  shall  be  determined  by  the  State 
Board  of  Examiners  at  the  annual  examination  by  the  Board.  Only 
such  Juniors  to  be  examined  as  are  recommended  by  the  Faculty. 

2  In  order  to  be  admitted  into  the  Senior  class,  students  must  be 
qualified  in  the  studies  of  the  Junior  course,  with  the  exception  of 
Pedagogics,  the  examination  in  which  shall  be  deferred  to  the 
Senior  year.  Such  examination  in  the  studies  of  the  Junior  course 
to  be  final. 


*In  order  to  further  the  ends  sought  in  the  Junior  examination,  no  student  will  be  per- 
mitted to  take  both  the  Junior  and  the  Senior  examination  before  the  same  committee. 
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3.  Any  person  or  persons  not  in  actual  atte?idance  during  the 
Spring  session,  if  recommended  by  the  Facultv,  may  be  examined 
in  the  Junior  studies  at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term  by  the  Principal 
and  the  two  superintendents,  who  are  members  of  the  State  Board, 
and  the  examination  papers,  if  approved  by  these  three  examiners, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Superintendent  of  Puplic  Instruction,  and 
if  he  approves  them,  the  person  or  persons  who  prepared  them, 
shall  be  admitted  to  the  Senior  class. 

4.  A  certificate,  setting  forth  the  parsing  of  the  Junior  Course, 
shall  be  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  and 
each  one  issued  shall  be  signed  by  the  Board,  and  shall  entitle  the 
holder  thereof  to  admission  into  the  Senior  class  of  any  State  Normal 
School  of  Pennsylvania  at  the  beginning  of  any  school  year.

*  Those  admit: ed  to  either  the  E  or  D  division  will  be  required  to  take  Elocution  three 
terms,  and  those  admitted  to  the  C  or  B,  two  terms,  or  to  pass  such  examination  as  will 
entitle  them  to  corresponding  credit. 

fAll  students  will  be  expected  to  continue  the  subject  of  Spelling  until  they  give  evidence 
of  a  good  degree  of  proficiency  in  that  branch. 
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Great  stress  will  be  laid  upon  the  character  of  the  work  done  in 
the  Model  School,  and  no  one  will  be  graduated  who  has  not 
acquired  a  good  degree  of  skill  and  success  as  a  teacher. 

On  the  completion  of  this  course,  candidates  for  graduation  will 
be  examined  by  State  Committee,  and,  if  found  proficient,  will 
receive  diplomas  enumerating  all  the  branches  of  the  Elementary 
Course,  and  declaring  them  competent  to  teach  in  the  public  schools 
of  the  State  without  further  examination. 

This  diploma  will  constitute  the  holder  "  Bachelor  of  the  Ele- 
ments " 

Graduates  in  the  Elementary  Course  who  have  continued  their 
studies  for  two  years  subsequent  to  graduation,  and  who  have  taught 
successfully  in  the  common  schools  of  the  State  for  two  full  annual 
terms,  of  not  less  than  six  months  each,  shall,  upon  presentation 
of  proper  credentials,  receive  a  second  diploma,  constituting  them 
"  Master  of  the  elements." 

The  candidate  for  "  Master's  degree,"  must  present  to  the  State 
Committee  a  certificate  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  his 
school  board,  and  countersigned  by  the  superintendent  of  public 
schools.  This  certificate  must  vouch  for  the  excellence  of  his  moral 
character  and  also  for  his  success  in  teaching. 

No  one  can  be  graduated  from  a  Pennsylvania  State  Normal 
School  who  has  not  been  in  attendance  for,  at  least  one-half  a 
school  year.  ^

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matics,  Science  and  the  higher  English  branches,  etc.,  at  the  same 
time,  and  with  specialists  in  each  of  these  lines  of  work. 

A  commencing  class  in  both  Latin  and  Greek  will  be  formed  at 
the  opening  of  each  school  year ;  also  one  in  Latin  at  the  beginning 
of  each  spring  and  summer  term. 


The  Commercial  Coarse  Includes  : 

Writing,  with  a  view  to  rapidity,  neatness  and  legibility. 
Arithmetic,  with  special  regard  to  accuracy  and   rapidity  in  the* 
fundamental  operations,  the  short  methods  of  Percentage,  Interests- 
Exchange,  Averaging  and  Settlement  of  Accouuts,  etc. 

Book  Keepi?ig,  by  Double  and  Single  Entry,  adapted  to  all  kinds- 
of  business.  The  aim  in  this  course  is  to  inculcate  such  habits  as- 
are  conducive  to  neatness  and  dispatch  ;  to  make  clear  and  concise 
entries  of  business  transactions  in  the  proper  books ;  to  post  them 
systematically  ;  to  open  and  close  books  ;  to  make  out  trial  bal- 
ances, etc. 

Partnership. — All  the  various  phases  of  Partnership  Business- 
thoroughly  taught. 

Commercial  Correspo?idence. — The  grammatical  composition, 
terseness  of  expression,  and  neat  execution  of  business  letters.  This 
most  important  part  of  a  Commercial  Education  receives  at  this- 
Institution  the  attention  it  so  highly  deserves. 

Practical  Business  Preparation. — The  making  out,  using,  and^ 
filing  of  Bills,  Receipts,  Invoices,  Accounts  Current  and  Sales, 
Promissory  Notes,  Drafts,  Orders,  Checks,  Bills  of  Exchange, 
Acceptances  and  Indorsements,  Commercial  Usages  in  regard  to- 
Mercantile  Papers,  Banking,  etc. 

Commercial  Law. — Contracts,  Sale  of  Personal  Property,  Nego- 
tiable Paper,  Corporations,  Agency,  Insurance,  Deeds,  Mortgages,- 
Insolvency,  Partnership,  Bailment  and  Real  Estate. 

Banking. — A  regularly  organized  bank,  with  all  suitable  acces- 
sories, is  in  daily  operation.  In  this,  deposits  are  made,  checks- 
paid  and  drafts  discounted,  exchange  bought  and  sold,  and  the 
general  business  of  banking  thoroughly  carried  on  by  the  students,- 
under  suitable  supervision. 

Practical  Character  of  the   Work  in  this  Department. 
The  actual  demands  of  the  business  world  are  constantly  kept  in 
view,  and  our  methods  will  be  found  to  conform  strictly  to  all  tha£ 
is  best  in  modern  business. 
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Each  student  receives  separate,  individual  instruction,  and  his 
progress  is  limited  only  by  his  devotion  to  his  studies  and  his 
capacity  to  learn. 


Time  Required. 

The  time  necessary  for  completing  the  full  commercial  course 
varies  with  the  ability  and  application  of  the  student.  Some  will 
f  -;sh  in  three  months  by  hard  work  and  close  study.  We  do  not 
£  nise  to  graduate  a  student  in  a  specified  time,  but  we  do  guar- 
a  .ee  as  much  information  in  a  given  time  as  can  be  acquired  in  any 
s   iool  devoted  to  a  similar  purpose. 

Farmers  and  others  who  can  spare  their  sons  but  for  a  winter's 
schooling,  would  do  well  to  examine  the  course  of  instruction  pur- 
sued here.

All  who  complete  the  full  course  and  pass  a  satisfactory  exami- 
nation receive  elegant  diplomas.     Price  of  Diploma,  five  dollars. 


Stationery,  Text  Books,  and  Tuition. 

The  extreme  cost  of  all  Text  Books  and  Stationery  during  the 
•six  months'  Commercial  Course  need  not  exceed  ten  dollars  ($io), 
to  be  paid  from  time  to  time  when  purchased.  This  is  amply 
sufficient — anything  more  is  waste.  For  tuition,  see  table  of  ex- 
penses. 

It  is  a  matter  of  no  small  moment  to  the  student  preparing  for 
business  that,  while  he  is  pursuing  such  studies  as  belong  to  this 
.department,  he  has  an  excellent  opportunity  for  pursuing  any  other 
studies  which  he  may  find  necessary. 

Important  changes  have  been  introduced  in  this  department, 
making  it  eminently  practical  in  its  character. 


Coarse  in  Olusie. 

Here  are  provided  ample  facilities  for  pursuing  the  study  of  either 
instrumental  or  vocal  music.  The  department  follows  the  methods 
sanctioned  by  experience  and  the  best  musical  authorities. 
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A  thorough  knowledge  of  the  piano  is  obtained  through  the  study 
of  Czerny,  Kohler,  Heller,  Chopin  and  others,  while  style  and 
expression  are  carefully  studied  from  the  works  of  the  best  musical 
composers.

Vacation  Board  —Yox  board  during  the  Holiday  and  Spring  vacations,  S3   50   per 
week. 

Transient  Board— By  the  week,  S4  00 ;  by  the  day,  75c. 
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Parties  paying  by  the  term  and  who  have  been  in  attendance  for 
three  consecutive  terms  will,  on  making  their  last  payment,  re- 
ceive a  reduction  of  ten  dollars,  thus  bringing  their  expenses  down 
to  the  exact  amounts  specified  in  column  of  yearly  expenses. 

Those  who  desire  to  practice  still  further  economy,  will  find 
opportunity  for  self-boarding  or  club-boarding  at  as  low  rates  as  can 
be  obtained  anywhere 

Again,  since  the  Indiana  Normal  is  within  one  or  two  minutes 
walk  of  the  station  all  hack  bills  in  traveling  to  and  from  the  station, 
are  avoided  as  well  as  the  ride  itself,  which,  in  unpleasant  weather 
is  so  disagreeable. 

l^ooms. 

Extra  Rooms — Each  room  is  intended  to  accommodate  two 
boarders,  and  the  scale  of  prices,  above  given,  is  arranged  accord- 
ingly. An  exception  is  made  in  the  case  of  a  few  of  the  smaller 
rooms,  but  extra  charge  will  be  made,  and  must  be  prepaid  before 
taking  the  room. 

Washing — Each  student  is  entitled  to  the  washing  of  ten  plain 
pieces  in  addition  to  towels  and  napkins. 

All  articles  sent  to  the  laundry  must  be  plainly  marked,  with  the 
name  of  the  owner  written  in  some  indelible  form. 

Students  are  expected  to  provide  themselves  with  towels,  table 
napkins,  soap,  and  other  needful  toilet  articles. 


Choice   of    l^ooms. 

Students  in  actual  attendance  at  the  close  of  one  term,  are  entitled 
to  preference  in  the  choice  of  rooms  for  the  next  term.  All  other 
students  are  entitled  to  choice  of  rooms  in  the  order  of  the  reception 
of  their  applications. 

No  rooms,  selected  by  or  for  students,  will  be  held  for  them  be- 
yond the  first  Wednesday  of  the  term,  except  upon  special  arrange- 
ment to  that  effect,  and  charge  will,  in  all  cases,  be  made  for  rooms 
thus  held. 


Deductions. 


For  absence  two  consecutive  weeks  or  more,  on  account  of  per- 
sonal sickness,  one  half  the  usual  charge  for  board  and  tuition. 

No  deduction  is  made  for  absence  the  first  two  or  last  two  weeks 
of  the  term,  except  by  previous  arrangement  with  the  Principal. 
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State  Appropriations  to  Students. 

In  accordance  with  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  the  following  appro- 
priations are  made  to  Normal  students  and  Normal  graduates. 

i.  Each  student  over  seve?iteen  years  of  age,  who  shall  sig?i  a 
paper  declaring  his  i?iteniion  to  teach  in  the  common  schools  of  the 
State,  shall  receive  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  per  week,  or  such  part 
thereof  as  shall  actually  be  paid  by  the  State  as  aid  to  under- 
graduates. 

2.  Each  student  over  seventeen  years  of  age,  who  has  been  dis- 
abled in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
Pennsylvania,  or  whose  father  lost  his  life  in  said  service,  and  who 
shall  sign  a  paper  as  above,  shall  receive  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
per  week,  or  such  part  thereof  as  shall  actually  be  paid  by  the  State. 

3.  Each  student  who,  upon  graduating,  shall  sign  an  agreement 
to  teach  in  the  common  schools  of  the  State  two  full  school  years, 
shall  receive  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

4.  Any  student,  to  secure  the  benefit  of  these  appropriations, 
must  attend  the  school  at  least  twelve  consecutive  weeks,  and  re- 
ceive instruction  in  the  Theory  of  Teaching. 


Payment  of  Bills. 

Bills  for  board  and  tuition  are  payable,  the  one-half  at  the  opening 
of  the  term  and  the  remainder  at  the  middle  of  the  term 

Students  desiring  to  leave  school  before  the  close  of  the  term 
must  report  to  the  Principal  and  settle  any  unpaid  account ;  and  in 
all  cases  bills  for  board  and  tuition  will  be  made  out  for  the  entire 
term,  unless  notice  of  leaving  is  given  at  the  time  of  leaving,  or,  in 
case  this  is  impossible,  immediately  thereafter. 

These  payments  must  be  made,  or  satisfactorily  provided  for,  be- 
fore students  are  assigned  to  classes. 

All  bills  are  payable  to  the  Principal. 


Examination  for*  Graduation. 

No  one  can  be  graduated  from  a  Pennsylvania  State  Normal 
School  who  has  not  attended  the  school  at  least  one-half  of  a  school 
year. 

Candidates  for  graduation  are  examined  by  the  Faculty,  and,  if 
iound  qualified,  are  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Examiners. 
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The  State  Superintendent  or  his  deputy  shall  be  President  of  this 
Board,  and  in  conjunction  with  two  Principals  of  Normal  Schools, 
and  two  Countv,  City,  or  Borough  Superintendents,  shall  constitute 
the  Board  of  Examiners. 

At  the  examination  for  graduation,  a  paper  stating  that  the  candi- 
dates have  completed  the  course  of  study  for  Normal  Schools,  have 
taught  the  required  time  in  the  Model  Schools,  and  have  been 
examined  and  approved  by  the  Faculty,  shall  be  presented  by  the 
Principal  to  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

The  Board  of  Examiners  test  the  knowledge  of  the  candidates 
upon  all  branches  of  study  in  the  course  in  which  they  are  examin- 
ed, special  attention  being  given  to  the  Science  and  Art  of  Teaching. 

A  thesis  of  not  less  than  six  folio  pages  of  manuscript,  upon  some 
educational  subject,  is  required  from  each  candidate,  as  part  of  the 
examination. 

Examination  of  Practical  Teaeher-s. 

The  Normal  School  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of 
Examiners  to  grant  Diplomas  or  State  Certificates  to  actual  teachers 
of  common  schools,  without  their  having  attended  the  Normal 
Schools  as  students,  upon  the  following  conditions  : 

i.  The  applicant  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  of  good 
moral  character,  and  must  have  taught  successfully  in  common 
schools  of  this  State  during  three  consecutive  annual  terms  imme- 
diately preceding  the  examination.  The  proof  of  good  moral 
character  and  of  satisfactory  teaching  for  the  requisite  time,  must 
be  a  certificate  from  the  proper  Board  or  Boards  of  Directors, 
signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary,  and  countersigned  by  the 
proper  Superintendent  or  Superintendents. 

2.  The  examination  may  be  in  either  the  Elementary  or  Scientific 
Course,  as  the  applicant  may  select  according  to  the  list  of  studies 
as  printed  in  the  circulars  of  State  Normal  Schools  and  approved 
by  the  State  Superintendent,  or  in  such  other  studies  as  may,  by 
the  Board  of  Examiners,  be  deemed  equivalent. 

3  Each  applicant  is  required  to  prepare  and  present  to  the  State 
Board  of  Examiners  an  original  thesis  of  not  less  than  six  folio 
pages  of  manuscript,  on  some  professional  subject,  which  thesis  is  to 
be  retained  at  the  school  where  the  examination  takes  place. 

4-  The  examination  and  certificate  are  without  expense  to  the 
applicant,  and  the  certificate  is  full  evidence  of  qualification  to  teach 
the  branches  therein  named,  in  any  part  of  the  State,  without  further 
examination.

5.  Practical  teachers,  attending  examinations  at  the  State  Xoimal 
Schools  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  State  Certificates,  are  exam- 
ined separately  from  the  regular  students,  and  both  the  State  Board 
of  Examiners  and  the  Faculty  of  the  School  at  which  the  examina- 
tion is  held,  take  part  in  the  examination,  all  being  required  to  sign 
the  certificate.

A  good  reference  library  is  accessible  every  day  to  all  students. 
In  this  are  found  the  leading  encyclopaedias,  dictionaries,  and  other 
standard  reference  books,  historical  charts,  maps  and  other  conve- 
niences, so  essential  to  successful  student  lite. 

There  is  also  a  large  library  of  choice  works  of  history,  biography 
and  literature,  free  to  all  students. 
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In  connection  with  the  library  is  a  reading  room  supplied  with 
the  leading  religious,  literary  and  educational  periodicals  and  papers 
of  the  day,  as  well  as  daily  Pittsburgh  papers  and  the  various  papers 
of  this  and  surrounding  counties. 


Societies. 


Two  literary  societies:  the  "Erodelphian,"  and  "Huyghenian," 
are  well  sustained,  each  having  its  library  and  private  room. 

Each  of  these  has,  as  a  subordinate  part,  two  lyceums  or  debating 
clubs,  the  one  composed  of  ladies  and  the  other  of  gentlemen. 

These  societies,  which  are  in  excellent  working  condition,  have 
become  marked  features  of  school  life  at  Indiana. 


Religious  Influences. 

In  the  belief  that  moral  and  religious  culture  forms  a  most  essen- 
tial part  of  the  preparation  for  the  teachers'  work,  a  society  has  been 
organized  called  the  "  Normal  Christian  Association  "  The  purpose 
of  this  society  is  to  aid  in  the  religious  culture  of  all  whose  home  is 
in  this  Institution. 

Under  the  fostering  care  of  this  association,  Bible  classes,  ample 
in  number  for  all  who  attend,  meet  every  Sabbath  morning.  Prayer 
meetings  are  held  every  Sabbath  and  Thursday  evening,  and  an 
endeavor  is  made  to  promote  Sabbath  observance. 

Students  are  thus  encouraged  to  become  Christian  workers,  and 
school  life  is  made  to  minister  to  the  elevation  of  Christian  life 
rather  than  to  its  depression,  as  is  so  often  the  case. 

This  association  already  numbers  a  large  proportion  of  our 
students. 

Besides  this  association  there  are  various  others  of  a  practical  type 
and  in  a  highly  prosperous  condition,  among  them  the  Y.  W.  C.  T.  U. 
and  the  King's  Daughters. 


Advice  to  Prospective  Students, 


COME  EARLY. 


Success  demands  that  you  shall  be  here  early.  Tardiness  in  the 
commencement  of  a  term,  or  irregularity  of  attendance  after  the 
commencement  has  been  made,  are  very  serious  hindrances  to  suc- 
cess. Be  here  and  ready  for  work  on  the  very  first  day  and  the 
very  first  hour  of  the  term. 
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Give  Yourself  Time  for  Thorough  Work. 

It  often  happens  that  an  ambitious  young  man  or  woman,  limited 
in  means,  and  desirious  of  commencing  life's  active  labors  as  soon  as 
possible,  determines  to  try  to  do  two  years'  work  in  one,  or  that  of 
three  in  two. 

Such  a  course  is  scarcely  ever  advisable.  One  essential  element 
in  the  teacher's  preparation  is  time.  Solid  attainment  is  never  a 
mushroom  growth.  Two  years'  work  de?na?ids  two  years  in  which 
to  do  it  well ;  and  unless  work  is  well  done,  the  result  will  prove  a 
source  of  regret  through  many  years  of  mistakes,  which  might  have 
been  avoided  had  more  thorough  preparation  been  made  If  you 
need  more  than  a  year  for  your  work,  and  have  only  the  means  at 
command  for  one  year's  expenses  at  school,  come  for  the  year, 
and  then,  by  remaining  out  of  school  for  a  time,  make  it  possible 
to  return  and  complete  your  course.  It  is  not  an  absolute  necessity 
that  you  graduate  at  a  certain  fixed  time ;  it  is  an  absolute  esseyitial 
to  yoiir  trite  success  that  you  make  thorough  preparatioyi. 


R  High  Standard. 

The  State  Normal  School  at  Indiana  proposes  to  maintain  a  high 
standard  of  excellence,  both  as  to  scholarship  and  as  to  attainments 
in  model  school  work. 

Our  inquiry  is,  and  will  remain,  not  how  many  can  we  graduate, 
but  how  many,  and  who,  are  thoroughly  prepared  for  graduation  ? 

For  the  sake  of  those  who  shall  employ  our  teachers,  and  for  the 
sake  of  the  teachers  themselves,  we  desire  to  make  our  diplomas 
valuable  and  to  preserve  to  them  their  value. 

Students  can  readily  appreciate  the  increased  value  which  wil 
thus  come  to  them,  and  we  trust  they  will  also  appreciate  the  fact 
that  they  must  themselves  contribute  to  so  desirable  an  end. 


Books   of  Reference. 

While  the  student  will  find  many  books  of  reference  here,  still  it 
is  advisable  for  him  to  bring  such  as  he  may  have,  that  he  may 
make  personal  and  daily  use  of  them.  The  habit  of  such  use  is  of 
incalculable  importance,  and  school  life  should  ever  minister  to  the

books  with  you ;  place  them  where  you  can  conveniently  use  them, 
and  by  their  use  form  a  habit,  the  value  of  which  you  can  never 
overestimate 

JVIake  ieixx  if  any  Visits  auuay  fpom  Sehool. 

Success  demands  concentration  of  thought.  This  is  prevented  by 
frequent  visits  at  home  or  elsewhere,  and  usually  time  thus  spent 
subtracts  materially  from  the  progress  of  the  student. 


Our  JVIodel  School. 


A   Professional    Department. 

Where  all  that  pertains  to  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  teaching  is 
presented  in  accordance  with  the  most  approved  modern  methods. 
The  training  and  model  school  will  give  opportunity  of  witnessing 
the  best  modern  methods  in  actual  and  successful  practice.  FoF 
years,  this  Department  has  been  emphasized  at  Indiana  as  no  where 
else  in  the  State,  and  with  such  excellent  results  that  other  schools 
are  now  falling  into  line;  a  number  of  our  graduates  are  now  em- 
ployed at  high  salaries  as  training  teachers  in  prominent  Normal 
Schools  in  various  states  of  the  Union. 

The  course  of  instruction  comprises  the  branches  usually  taught 
in  common  schools,  together  with  the  elements  of  Natural  Phil- 
osophy, Physiology,  Chemistry,  Botany,  and  Natural  History. 

Careful  training  is  given  to  the  eye  and  hand  by  a  great  variety 
of  "busy  work."  The  spirit  and  much  of  the  actual  work  of  the 
kindergarten  is  utilized  in  our  primary  work. 


Professional  Training  for  Teaehers. 

That  teachers  need  special  preparation  for  their  work  is  a  fact 
almost  axiomatic. 

Genuine  teaching  is  an  art,  and,  like  all  other  arts,  is  based  upon 
fixed  principals. 

A  critical  knowledge  of  the  branches  to  be  taught  is  an  essential, 
but  is  only  one  of  the  essentials  which  underlie  the  teacher's  work. 

Instruction  is  one  branch  of  a  teacher's  work,  and  a  very  valuable 
branch,  indeed,  but  the  true  teacher  is  far  more  than  an  instructor. 
To  make  the  mind  is  far  more  important  than  to  furnish  it.  The 
mind  of  the  child  is,  as  it   were,  a  bundle   of  germs — not   a  vacant 
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store-house — and  it  is  the  teacher's  work  to  surround  the  child 
with  such  influences  as  shall  lead  to  a  systematic  development  of 
these  germs  into  a  strong  and  active  mind.  Nor  is  this  all.  Man  is 
partly  spiritual  and  partly  material,  and  these  two  elements  of  his 
nature  are  so  wedded  that  neither  one  can  come  to  its  best  without 
a  like  condition  of  the  other.  Here,  then,  is  the  problem  of  the 
teacher  ;  to  take  the  child  and  make  the  man. 

Let  it  be  remembered  that  the  child  is  to  be  transformed  into  the 
man  by  the  development  of  each  and  all  his  powers  of  body  and 
mind,  and  that  a  power  grows  strong  through  its  own  legitimate 
activity,  and  in  no  other  way. 

To  so  stimulate  and  guide,  and  to  surround  the  child  with  such 
influences  that  his  growth  shall  be  continuous  and  healthful,  de- 
mands a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  being  to  be  educated,  of  the 
agencies  to  be  used  in  his  education,  of  the  best  methods  of  applying 
educational  instrumentalities,  and  skill  in  this  application. 

In  other  words,  to  be  able  to  do  successful  work  as  a  Teacher, 
demands  prof "essional preparation. 


Reasons    Why    a    Teaehep    Should    Attend    a    State 
formal  School. 

i  The  State  Normal  diploma,  when  obtained,  commissions  the 
teacher  for  life,  and  through  its  protection  he  is  saved  from  all 
further  examination  with  all  its  annoyances. 

2.  No  other  diplo??ia  has  any  such  value,  but  the  old  tread -mill 
of  the  annual  examination  still  remains. 

3.  It  is  well  for  those  who  intend  to  graduate  at  a  State  Normal 
to  remember  that  time  spent  at  other  schools,  after  a  common  school 
education  has  been  obtained,  seldom  subtracts  materially  from  the 
time  which  must  be  spent  at  the  State  Normal  Both  time  and 
money  will  be  saved  in  comi?ig  at  once,

department,  or,  if  they  have,  it  is  upon  such  a  small  scale  as  to  be  of 
little  value.  Hence  they  are  Normal  Schools  without  the  one 
feature  which  is,  of  all  others,  most  valuable.

Government 


No  association  of  individuals  cawexist  and  prosecute  its  work  suc- 
cessfully without  such  regulations  as  clearly  set  forth  the  duties  of 
the  various  individuals  composing  this  association.  These  duties 
grow  out  of  the  various  relations  which  the  members  of  the  associa- 
tion sustain  to  each  other,  and  to  the  work  in  which  they  are  en- 
gaged. The  regulations  should  aim  at  the  protection  of  the  rights 
of  all,  and  should  never  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  rights  of  a 
community  should  ever  be  paramount  to  those  of  the  individual. 
The  regulations  should  aim  at  giving  the  most  complete  liberty,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  highest  good  of  all,  and  should  forbid  what- 
ever is  inconsistent  therewith. 

Self-government  is  here  regarded  as  the  true  type  of  government ; 
and,  indeed,  as  the  only  kind  of  government  capable  of  fostering 
and  developing  such  characters  as  must  be  possessed  by  every  suc- 
cessful teacher.  For  this  reason  the  constant  aim  of  this  school  will 
be  to  cultivate  such  a  healthy  sentiment  as  will  render  discipline  un- 
necessary. 

Government  from  within  renders  the  student  strong,  self-reliant, 
and  fits  him  for  the  coming  duties  of  life ;  while  that  which  treats 
him  as  a  passive  subject,  ruled  from  without,  turns  him  out  into  the 
world  unfit  for  its  stern  realities. 

Activity  is  the  law  of  development.  A  power  which  is  dormant 
soon  ceases  to  be. 

We  assume  that  our  students  desire  to  make  thorough  prepara- 
tion in  all  that  pertains  to  successful  teaching,  and  no  other  element 
is  more  important  than  that  of  self-government.  He  who  has  not 
learned  this  art  is  utterly  unfit  for  the  government  of  others  ;  and  he 
7i'ho  has  not  learned  the  lesson  of  obedience  cannot  impart  it  to  others. 

Our  school  is  organized  for  the  purpose  of  work.  We  desire 
earnest  and  honest  young  men  and  women ;  those  who  are  truly  de- 
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sirous  of  improvement ;  those  who  intend  to  make  the  best  possible 
use  of  their  time,  and  to  aid  others  in  so  doing.  We  desire  those  of 
strong-  moral  purpose,  and  we  desire  no  others.  We  wish  no  young 
men  or  women  at  Indiana  who  are  sent  away  because  they  cannot 
be  managed  at  home. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  principles,  and  in  order  to  secure 
the  highest  good  to  all,  the  following  regulations  have  been  prepared  : 

We  ask  all  prospective  students  to  carefully  examine  these  regular 
lions,  and  if  they  are  willing  to  pledge  themselves  to  cheer/71 1  acqui- 
escence, not  only  with  the  letter,  but  with  the  spirit  thereof,  they  are 
then  to  register  their  names  with  the  understanding  that  their  signa- 
ture  is  such  a  pledge. 

We  prefer  that  any  who  may  bw  unwilling  to  make  such  a  pledge, 
shall  go  elsewhere,  or  withdraw  if  already  here. 

A  record  of  deportment  and  attendance  upon  school  duties  is  kept, 
and  a  copy  of  this,  as  well  as  of  the  attainments  of  the  student  in- 
each  branch,  will  be  sent  to  the  parent  or  guardian  when  desired. 


Regulations 


Sehool  Work  Department. 

The  legitimate  work  of  the  school  room  is  to  be  considered  of 
paramount  importance,  and  superior  to  all  other  demands  that  may 
be  made  upon  the  time  and  attention  of  the  student.  This  for  the 
lime  being,  is  the  occupation,  and  all  arrangements  are  to  be  made 
accordingly,  a?id  carried  otd  in  the  spirit  of  this  regulation. 


Association  of  Liadies  and  Gentlemen. 

/.  Stude?its  are  not  to  correspond,  walk  or  ride  with  those  of  the 
opposite  sex;  or  meet  them  in  the  reception  room,  parlor  or  elsewhere, 
£xcept  by  special pe?  mission  from  the  Principal  or  the  Preceptress. 

2.  Ladies  and  gentlemen  are  not  to  enter  the  halls  appropriated 
to  each  other's  respective  department  without  permission. 

j.  They  are  on  ?io  co?idition  to  visit  each  others  private  rooms, 
£xcept  in  case  of  severe  sickness,  and  then  only  in  company  with  the 
Principal  or  Preceptress. 

4.  Mixed  groups  of  ladies  a?id  gentlemen  are  not  to  stand  i?i  the 
corridors. 


Rooms. 


1.  All  students  are  to  take  rooms  and  board  at  the  Institution, 
unless  they  reside  at  home,  or  have  obtained  permission  from  the 
proper  committee  to  board  elsewhere. 

2.  To  obtain  from  the  Steward  the  keys  of  their  rooms,  before 
taking  possession  of  the  same ;  each  student  depositing  with  the 
Steward  fifty  cents  as  security  for  the  safe  return  of  his  keys. 

Note. — On  taking  possession  of  his  room,  each  student  must  sign  an  inventory  of 
the  contents — furniture,  crockery,  etc.  On  leaving  school  he  will  be  charged  with 
any  loss  of  the  contents,  or  any  unnecessary  damage  to  the  room  or  contents. 
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3.  To  take  each  a  room-mate,  or  pay  50  cents  a  week  extra. 

4.  To  turn  out  their  lights  and  retire  at  10  p.  m. 

5.  To  sweep  their  rooms  daily,  previous  to  the  sweeping  of  the 
halls  in  the  morning,  except  on  the  Sabbath. 

6.  To  refrain  from  all  damage  to  the  building  or  other  property" 
belonging  to  the  Institution,  or  to  pay  for  any  such  damage. 

Note  i. — Damage  done  to  the  building,  or  to  other  property  of  the  Institution, 
must  be  paid  for  by  the  person  or  persons  doing  the  damage,  when  they  are  known  f 
when  they  are  not  known,  the  damage  must  be  paid  either  by  the  students  as  a 
whole,  or  by  those  occupying  a  particular  portion  of  the  building,  as  the  proper 
authorities  shall  determine. 

Note  2. — All  damage  done  to  rooms  occupied  by  students  is  charged  to  the  occu- 
pants, unless  satisfactory  evidence  is  adduced  that  it  was  done  by  others.  In  the 
latter  case,  such  damage  must  be  reported  to  the  Steward  by  the  occupant  of  the  room? 
within  two  days — or  if  done  in  the  absence  of  the  occupant,  within  two  days  after  his* 
return — with  such  information  as  he  may  be  able  to  give  of  the  authors  of  the  dam-- 
age. 

7.  To  keep  their  rooms  in  a  neat  and  orderly  condition. 


JVIeals. 


i.  To  be  punctual  at  meals,  or  in  case  they  are  late,  to  obtain  the 
permission  of  the  Principal  before  they  are  seated  at  the  table. 

2.  To  conduct  themselves  properly  at  the  table,  and  not  to  leave 
the  table  before  the  signal  for  dismissal,  without  permission  from  a 
teacher. 

3.  To  apply  to  the  Steward  when  they  desire  meals  for  their 
friends,  and  to  have  all  necessary  arrangements  made  for  the  same. 


Study  J4our*s. 

1.  To  observe  all  study  hours — which  are  from  7:40  a.  m.  to  i? 
M;  from  1:15  to  4:15  of  all  school  days,  and  from  7:30  to  9:45  P.  M, 
of  every  week  day. 

2.  To  be  in  their  own  rooms  during  study  hours,  unless  occupied 
in  recitations,  society,  or  leave  of  absence  is  granted  by  the  teacher 
in  charge. 

3..   To  prepare  their  lessons  in  their  rooms. 

Note — If  students  are  negligent  in  preparing  their  lessons,  special  rooms  for  study 
— under  the  supervision  of  a  teacher — will  be  assigned  them. 
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Classes. 

i.     To  be  punctual  in  their  attendance  upon  classes. 

2.  To  be  present  at  the  examination  of  their  classes  at  the  close 
of  the  term,  unless  specially  excused  by  the  Principal. 

3.  To  be  present  at  Chapel  exercises  morning  and  evening. 


Sabbath  Observance. 

1.  To  attend  Divine  Worship  every  Sabbath  morning,  at  some 
one  of  the  churches  in  the  town. 

2.  To  conduct  themselves  as  is  becoming  to  the  sacred  character 
of  the  day. 


Visiting. 


Students  are  not  to  : — 

1.  Receive  or  entertain  visitors  on  the  Sabbath  day. 

2.  Receive  calls  in  their  rooms  from  visitors  or  students  rooming 
out  of  the  building,  or  permit  any  persons  to  spend  the  night  in  their 
rooms,  without  special  permission  from  the  Principal. 


Indeeopous  Conduet. 

Students  are  to  refrain  : — 

1.  From  loud  talking,  whistling,  scuffling,  or  making  other  un- 
necessary noise  in  the  building,  at  any  time. 

2.  From  singing,   playing  on   musical   instruments,  or  making 
other  noises  which  interfere  with  study  during  study  hours. 

3.  From  using  tobacco  in  any  form  in  the  building  or  upon  the 
grounds  of  the  Institution. 

4.  From  sweeping  dust  into  the  halls  after  the  halls  have  been 
swept  in  the  morning,  or  on  the  Sabbath. 

5.  From  throwing  water,  dirt,  or  anything  offensive  or  dangerous, 
from  the  doors  or  windows  of  the  building. 

6.  From  abuse  of  the  bedding  or  furniture  belonging  to  any  part 
of  the  building. 
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Classes. 

Students  are  not  to  : — 

i.  Enter  any  class  to  which  they  have  not  been  assigned  by  the 
Principal. 

2.  Leave  any  class  to  which  they  ha\e  been  assigned  without  a 
written  permission  from  the  Principal. 


JVLiseellaneous. 

Students  are  not  to  : — 

i.  Use  the  main  staircase  in  the  center  of  the  building,  except  by 
special  permission. 

2.  Burn  lights  after  io  o'clock  p.  m.,  except  in  case  of  sickness. 

3.  Be  out  of  the  building  after  10  o'clock  p.  m.,  under  any  cir- 
cumstances, unless  previous  permission  has  been  obtained  from  the 
Principal. 

4.  Make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  any  fixture,  improvement,  repair 
or  alteration  in  their  rooms,  or  the  contents,  except  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Steward. 

Note — The  Steward  visits  each  room  weekly,  that,  if  damaged,  it  may  be  repaired ; 
or,  if  the  occupants  have  neglected  to  clean  it,  that  it  maybe  cleaned  at  their  expense. 

5.  Exchange  rooms,  or  transfer  their  rooms  to  others  at  any  time, 
unless  they  have  previously  obtained  permission  from  the  Principal. 

6.  Remove  any  article  of  furniture  from  one  room  to  another, 
without  permission  from  the  Steward. 

7.  Refuse  to  admit  to  their  rooms  any  member  of  the  Faculty. 


Exeuses. 


1.  Students  desiring  to  be  excused  for  a  single  recitation,  and 
for  a  good  and  sufficient  reason,  may.  if  application  be  made  before 
said  recitatio?i,  be  excused  by  the  teacher  in  charge. 

2.  All  excuses  for  absence  from  chapel,  church  or  recitation, 
other  than  provided  for  above,  must  be  presented  in  writing,  signed 
by  the  teacher  in  charge,  and  afterward  by  the  Principal,  before  they 
are  valid. 

3.  Ladies  desiring  to  make  calls,  or  to  visit  outside  the  building, 
must  obtain  permits  from  the  Preceptress  or  from  the  Principal. 

Other  regulations  that  may  be  announced  by  the  Principal  or  the 
Faculty  are  to  be  considered  at  once  as  equally  binding  with  the  above. 
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Terms  of  Admission. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  any  department  of  the  Institution  must 
be  of  good  moral  character ;  and  those  coming  from  other  institu- 
tions will  be  expected  to  bring  certificates  of  honorable  dismission. 

No  person  under  fourteen  years  of  age  is  received  into  the  Normal 
Department,  except  by  special  permission  from  the  Principal. 

Each  student,  on  entering  the  school,  is  required  to  sign  a  pledge 
to  observe  faithfully  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Institution. 

Students  are  admitted  at  any  time  during  the  term,  if  prepared  to 
enter  the  classes  already  formed,  but  it  is  generally  to  their  advan- 
tage that  they  be  present  promptly  at  the  opening  of  the  term. 
Those  in  the  regular  course  of  study  are  expected  to  be  present,  in 
all  cases,  at  the  first  recitation  of  their  respective  classes,  unless  leave 
of  absence  has  been  previously  obtained.
